Right  now  about  forty  pes?  cent  of  the  tree  is 
being  left  as  logging  v/aste  on  the  timber  sale 
area,  - and  then  when  the  log  goes  through  the  mill 
thereMs  more  waste  in  sawdust  and  slabs* 

Can*t  they  find  some  use  for  it? 

That's  v/hat  we’re  trying  to  do,  Jerry*  Several  of 
our  research  men  at  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory 
in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  are  v.-orking  on  it*  If  v/e 
could  find  profitable  uses  for  the  logging  r/aste, 
the  lumbermen’d  be  glad  to  know  it*  We  aljready 
require  ’em  to  cut  trees  close  to  the  ground  and 
avoid  injuring  young  grovrtli  and  things  like  that 
to  prevent  waste,  but  v/e  can’t  ask  ’em  to  v/ork 
up  all  the  rest  of  that  waste  stuff  at  a loss* 

How  about  using  some  of  it  for  pulpwood? 

Our  Laboratory  at  liadison  is  working  on  that.  It’s 
already  developed  processes  for  making  pulp  out 
of  several  kinds  of  trees  that  nobody  thought  v/as 
any  good  for  paper  before.  --  And  then  the  boys  at 
the  Lab  are  studying  the  possibilities  of  using 
logging  v/aste  for  small-dimension  lumber  stock* 

That’s  an  ideal  V/liy  couldn’t  a small  mill  come  in 
and  v/ork  up  the  v/aste  material  after  the  area  has 
been  logged  over?

You  see,  the 
whole  idea  is  to  develop  more  efficient  use  of  wood 
and  new  uses  for  ¥/ood  - so  that  this  country  can 
get  the  most  out  of  its  timber  reso’drces  and  so  that 
ovme.rs  of  timberland  can  be  sure  they  will  alv/ays 
have  a market  for  their  wood,
